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REMARKS/ARGTIMKNTS 
No axnendmeats have been made to the claims or ibe specification, (aaims 1-36 and 39 
were previously cancelled.) aaims 37. 38, and 40-55 remain pending In the application. 
Applicants respectfuny request leexaminsrtion and teconsideration of the application in view of 
the following remaiks. 

M an initial matter, Applicants note that the listings of prior art submitted in three 
Infonnation Disclosure Statements filed on March 8, 2002, January 10, 2003, and May 8. 2003 
are still outstanding. Applicants request that the ait cited in those three Information Drsclosuie 
Statements be considered and the three listings of prior art be initial and return. 

aaims 37, 38, and 40-55 have been rejected under fltamtory-type double-patenting in 
view of claims 1-69 of U.S. Patent No. 5/176^11 to Khandros (hereinafter the "Khandros 
patent"). Applicants respectfldly traverse this rejection. 

A statotoiy double patenting refection is proper only if the Claims of the instant 
application and claims of the Khandros patent are directed to "identigal subject matter." (MPEP 
§ 804. pg. 800.20.) As discussed below, there are dear di«erenccs in the claims of the instant 
application and the claims in the Khandros patent. Indeed, the Office Action describes the 
Claims in this application and the Khandros patent as directed to "coramon subject matier''-not 
Identical subject matter. Therefore, the rejection based on statutory double patenting should be 
withdrawn. 

aaims 37. 38, and 40-55 have been ngcctcd under the judicially crwited doctrine of 
obvious^]^ double patenting also in view of claims 1^69 of the Khandros patent AppUcants 
respectfully traverse this ngection. 

Independent claim 37 of the instant application recites steps in wMch a tip structure is 
fbnned in openings in amasking material, but the claims of the Khandros patent do not include 
such a lequiicment. There is thus a clear difference between independent claim 37 (and its 
dependent claims) of this application and the claims of the Khandros patent 

Independent claim 44 of this application includes the steps of fabricating a tip structure 
on a sacrificial substrate, joining the tip structure to a contact structure, and releasing the dp 
stnirtide from the sacrificial substrate, m contrast, the claims of the Khandros patent iccite 
bonding a wire to both a terminal of an decironic component and a sacrificial member, which is 
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eveatuafly eliownated. There Is thus a dear difference between independent 44 (and its 
dependent claims) of this application and the claims of the Khandtos patent. 

TbexQ is no reasonr— and indeed no leason is given in the Office Action— for a p«son of 
onMnaiy sWlI to conclude that the foregoing diiftaeoces an obvioos, (See MPBP § 804, pg. 800- 
22.) Thweftue, ihe rejection trndw the jtuficjally created doctrine of obvioua-type double 
patenting should also be withdrawn. 

Applicants note thai a Teiminal Disclaimer has already been filed in tWs application with 
regard to U.S. Patent No. 5,864,946. 

Bi view of the foregoing, Applicants submit that all of die claims are allowable and the 
application is In condition for allowance. If the Examiner believes that a discussion with
